MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., July 29. 
—Owen Haughiand, pilot of the en- 
durance plane “Minnesota,” which 
fell here today, killing Capt. Pres- 
ton L. Crichton, co-pilot, died to- 
night of his injuries.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., July 29. 
-——-The endurance plane, the Min- 
neapolis, crashed at Wold-Cham- 
berlin Field at 5:25 o’clock this 
morning killing Capt. P. J. Crich- 
ton and seriously injuring ~wen 


Haugland, pilots. Tne plane had 
been in the air 154 hours, 45 min- 
utes. 

The plane plunged into the old 
concrete automobile racing track 
encircling the field just five min- 
utes after the ground crew had 
picked up a message from the fly- 
ers saying “everything is going 
fine.” 

Preparations for making an- 
other refueling contact were under 
way when the plane went into a 
tail spin, Crichton was instantly 
killed, Haugland was taken to a 
hospital. 

Hauglang Badly Hurt. 

Doctors later said Haugland suf- 
fered a compound fracture of the 
skull and possible internal injuries. 
They expressed doubt that he 
would recover. 

Members of the ground crew 
were unable to ascribe any reason 
for the crash. Witnesses were of 
the opinion that the flyers sacri- 
ficed too much flying speed to drop 
their last message. They were up 
only 200 feet when the plane went 
into a spin. 

Crichton, at the controls, en- 
deavored to regain altitude after 
he had swooped low over the air- 
port to drop the note. Pilot Haug- 
land was sleeping on their impro- 
vised bed atop the gas tank in the 
fuselage, and was lifted uncon- 
scious from his pallet. 

The attempt which almost cost 
Pilot Haugland his life, was his 
sixth try for an endurance record. 
His five previous had been thwart- 
ed by motor trouble. Crichton 
death ended his only attempt at 
an endurance mark. Previously 
Haugland had tried four times 
with Gene Shank, Minneapolis fly- 
er, and last month he had tried 
with Thorwald (Thunder) John- 
son. On that attempt he made 
149 hours and 32 minutes. 

Coming from a high altitude to 
drop a note of instructions for sup- 
plies and refueling, Crichton 
swooped down to 200 feet of the 
airport. The refueling plane, Ace 
High, sister ship of the Minneso- 
ta, was preparing to take off with 
100 gallons of gasoline when the 
endurance plane was seen to.side 
slip. 

Tried to Gain Altitude. 

Crichton tried to gain altitude 
and increase his speed, but was 
unsuccessful, the plane crashing 
as it passed over the race track. 
Observers said it fell “like a ton 
of lead.” Crichton’s body was 
mangled by the big motor, and 
there was some difficulty in extri- 
cating him from the wreckage. 

Crichton was a World War vet- 
eran and a captain in the Army 
Air Corps Reserves. He was em- 
ployed at the United States Veter- 
ans’ Hospital at Fort Snelling. He 
was 35 years old. Haugland, 36, 
owns and operates an airport and 
flying school at Buffalo, Minn., his 
home. 

Haugland conceived the idea of 
attempting to establish a new en- 
Curance mark soon after the army 
plane Question Mark set its rec- 
ord. He tied up all his property, 
- ortgaging everying he could, to 
purchase two cabin planes, one 
for the endurance attempt and the 
other for the refueling ship. In 
addition to his aviation interests, 
Haugland owned a gasoline filling 
station. He is a veteran of the 
World War. having served in the 
Artillery. He began flying in 1927. 
After completing his course, he 
started flying by taking Mrs. 
Haugland to a Marion, 8. D. hos- 
pital éach week for treatment.

| OF THE OLD MARK 


More Than 60,000 Persons 
Visit Lambert Field to 
See Record-Breakers and 
Sunday Stunts. 


Having entertained their third 
Sunday audience, Dale Jackson, 
Forest O’Brine and the St. Louis 
Robin are nearing the 400 hour 
endurance mark in their’ seven- 
teenth day in the air today. 

At 4:17 p. m. the flyers complet- 
ed 393 hours aloft and had ex- 
ceeded the record of the Angeleno 
by 147 hours, or more than six 
full days. The joint earnings cf 
the pair, accumulating at the rate 
of $116 an hour since they broke 
the record, amounted to $17,346. 

At 6:30 a. m. the Robin came 
low over the field as the flyers 


tossed out a mesSage. The stream- 
er attached to the container caught 
in a wing strut and held fast. The 
plane cruised at low altitude while 
Jackson wrote a second message, 
which was tossed out and fell clear. 
The message, addressed to “Shorty” 
Chaffee, read: 

Shorty: Give us 60 to 70 gal- 
lons Of gas and oil. Everything 
going fine. O’Bie got excited 
and lost the other message. Red. 

Word that the rival endurance 
plane, the Minneapolis, crashed 
this morning, killing Capt. P. J. 
Crichton and seriously injuring his 
companion, Owen. Haugland, was 
sent up to the flyers by their wives, 
who inclosed a note for each in 
the breakfast container. 

Note of Condolence. 

The Billion Dollar City, the only 
other competitor of the Robin, 
was forced down at Houston, Tex., 
Saturday after having completed 
233 hours in the air. The Minne- 
sota, had been aloft more than 
154 hours when it crashed. 

Jackson and O’Brine droppcl 
the following telegram to be for- 
warded to Minneapolis: 

Please convey our heartfelt 
sympathies to the relatives of 
Pilot Crichton and our hope for 
quick recovery to Pilot Haug- 
land, pilots who faithfully flew 
their ship in an‘attempt to set 
the world endurance record. We 
salute the pilot who was killed 
with all the reverence we pilots 
have for one another. 

RED JACKSON and 
FOREST O’BRINE 

Maj. William B. Robertson, 
president of the Curtiss-Robertson 
Co., added the foHowing to the fly- 
ers’ message: 

The endurance crew, the re- 
fueling crew and the entire or- 
ganization deeply regret the mis- 
fortune that has befallen your 
attempt to make a world’s en- 
durance record. Please convey 
to relatives of Crichton our deep- 
est sympathy and to the injured 
pilot our greatest hope for a 
speedy recovery. 

44th Transfer of Gasoline. 

Yesterday the Robin remained 
at an altitude of 5000 feet durihg 
a greater portion of the day, com- 
ing low before the morning refuel- 
ing and again in the afternoon, °n 
the second oceasion O’Brine, who 
was piloting, made three circles 
over the crowd and then dropped 
this message: 

Hello bunch; 

How's the weather down 
there? Sure is fine at 5000 feet, 
but getting a little cloudy. We 


have passed through some of the 
clouds and find them bumpy. 
You can bring 75 gallons at 4 
o’clock—and don’t forget. And 
100 at 7. We now have about 
30 gallons in the tank. You sure 
had a bunch of early callers this 
morning. Red is getting a good 
nap. The motor sounds good to 
us; can you hear a rattle in it? 

O' BRINE. 
fo Alarm About Motor. 

Later the flyers dropped a mes- 
sage for “Shorty’’ Chaffee, answer- 
ing an inquiry by the latter con- 
cerning the condition of the Chal- 
lenger motor. It read: 

Dear Shortv: 

Our old motor turns up just as 
much now as when we took off. 
We know we have a couple get- 
ting weak. Have been that way 
for the last 100 hours, No. 4

00,000 STRIKE

By the Associated Press, 
MANCHESTER, England, July 
29.—The biggest stoppage in the 
British industrial world since the 
general strike of 1926 and _ the 
greatest tie-up in thé cotton indus- 


‘try for a decade began in Lan- 


cashire today. Approximately 
half a million hands were idle. 

Some 1500 mills, scattered over 
a wide territory but centering in 
this city, were affected when the 
workers remained away from the 
factories rather than accept a 
wage cut of 12% per cent. Fig- 
ures on the number of mills con- 
tinuing to work at the old rates 
or in which the workers accepted 
the cut were slow coming in, but 
it was estimated at noon that not 
more than 20 plants were operat- 
ing with any degree of effective- 
ness. 

If the stoppage continues for a 
week, it is estimated that the num- 
ber of idle hands will' be augment- 
ed by 100,000 in the distributive 
and allied cotton trades. The loss 
of the mill workers in wages will 
total at least $6,000,000 a week. 

Even today Lancashire ‘hoped 
that the Government would be 
able to reopen negotiations. It was 
reported here that Premier Mac- 
Donald contemplated personal in- 
tervention. 

A statement by Sir Horace Wil- 
son, permanent Secretary of the 
Ministry of Labor, blamed the em- 
ployers for the lockout. Wilson 
said the workers had all along of- 
fered to submit the dispute to a 
court of arbitration and to accept 
the arbiters’ decision. The ministry 
under Miss Margaret Bondfield fol- 
lowed the situation closely. 

Miss Bondfield also issued a 
statement, saying, “The Minister 
of Labor has received a report of 
negotiations which took place fast 
week in the cotton trade and has 
considered the present position. 
She is watching the situation with 
the greatest anxiety, but feels 
there is no action which the de- 
partment can helpfully take at 
present.”’ 


TWO MORE FLORIDA BANKS

made to protect depositors. 

Closing of the Melbourne and 
Cocoa banks left only one other 
bank in Brevard County—the bank 
of Titusville. 

Albert L. McGlaun, president of 
the Brevard County Bank and 
Trust Co. of Cocoa, said steady 
withdrawals of approximately 
$500,000 in deposits during the 
past three months, mostly by 
northern depositors, largely was the 
cause for the failure of that insti- 
tution. It was established in 1889 


and was said to have been the | 


third oldest state bank in Florida. 

The closing of the Melbourne 
State Bank left Melbourne without 
a bank. The Merchants’ State 
Bank failed there recently.

G. B. VAN GLEAVE 
KILLS HIMSELF 
IN LOUISVILLE, KY. 


Son of Former St. Louis 
Stove Manufacturer Ends 
Life‘in Garage Near Burn- 
ing Ruins of Home.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 29. — 
Giles Bell VanCleave, former head 


of three Louisville furniture and 
glassware firms, and son of the 
late James W. VanCleave, St. Louis 
stove .manufacturer, shot and 
killed himself last night in the ga- 
rage on his estate near Cherokee 
Park. 

His $200,000 residence was 
burned in 1926, and had not been 
rebuilt. VanCleave, who had been 
away, returned yesterday and put 
hig belongings in the garage. Aft- 
er dark, the ruins of the home 
were seen to be in flames, and 
while neighbors gathered, a shot 
was heard from the garage. Van- 
Cleave’s body was found on a cot, 
a revolver still in his hand, and a 
bullet wound through the heart, 

In the last three years he had 
withdrawn from the three firms 
formerly headed by him, the Trum- 
bo, Schupp & Schmidt Furniture 
Co., J. Dolfinger Co. and Wilson- 
Bell Furniture Co. He spent much 
time in hunting and traveling, Re- 
cently ft was reported that he was 
in financial straits. 

He was 51 years old, and is sur- 
vived by his widow, Mrs. Florence 
Richardson VanCleave, who has 
been living recently in Cedartown, 
Ga.: three brothers and one sister. 
The brothers are Lee W. Van- 
Cleave c:' St. Louls, president of 
the Buck’s Stove and Range Co., of 
which the elder VanCleave was for- 
merly head; Brenton VanCleave, 
president of the Rhodes-Buford 
House Furnishing Co, of 8t. Louis, 
and Harry VanCleave. The sister 
is Mrs. J. H. Fisher of Memphis. 

The body will be taken to St. 
Louis for burial.

CAUSE OF ACCIDENT 
SHROUDED IN DOUBT 


—-—. 


Experts Who Examined 
Wreckage Think, How- 
ever, That Machine Came 
Down in Right Tailspin. 


George Lea Lambert, 23-year- 
old vice president ef the Von Hoftf- 
mann Aircraft Corporation, and 
Harold C. Jones, 18, a student fly- 
fer, 249 West 103d street, New 
York, were killed this morning 
‘when a dual-control training plane 
crashed in a field near Black Jack, 
St. Louls County, about 15 miles 
north of the downtown district. 


Bond Lambert, veteran flying en- 
thusiast and the official observer 
of the current endurance flight at 
Lambert-St. Louls Field, was the 
plot of the ship in which his 
cousin and schoolmate, James 
Theodore Walker, sole heir to * 
$5,000,000 estate, was killed in 
Pennsylvania in June, 1927, as the 
two young men were returning 
from Princeton University where 
they were students. 

Today’s crash occurred at 9:45 
o’clock in a rolling field about two 
miles north of Black Jack, and 
about six miles from Lambert 
Field. The ship, an Eagle Rock 
biplane, buried its nose near the 
side ofthe field and was badly 
broken up. 

Lambert was killed outright and 
Jones died, without regaining’ con- 
sciousness, On the way to Barnes 
Hospital. 

Doubt About Cause of Accident. 

The exact cause of the accident 
will remain in doubt. However, 
Lambert Field pilots who exam- 
ined the wreckage and talked * 
eye-witnesses were of the opinion 
that engine trouble developed and 
Lambert was doing all he could+to 
bring the ship to a quick emergen- 
cy landing. 

In the front cockpit, occtpied 
by Lambert, the thr-ttle wag wide 
open and the wreckage indicated 
that the ship came down in a right 
talispin. 

One theory was that the student 
pilot, panic-stricken when the 
ship began to fall, 
stick and “froze the controls” so 
that the instructor was powerless 
to right the ship. 

Estimates of altitude by wit- 
nesses varied from 200 to 3600 
feet. Mrs. M. F. Kehoe, wife of 
the tenant of the tarm where the 
plane fell, said the motor “went 
on and off" several times before 
the machine dived to the earth. 

Two small boys, working in an 
onion patch nearby, heard the en- 
gine stop and heard the men ‘n 
the plane scream just before the 
crash. A farmer nearby sald the 
machine “flopped over and over 
like a bird” as it came down, 
News Fiashed to Lambert Field. 

Word of the crash was flashed 
promptly to Lambert Field, where 
several planes rose and sped to the 
scene. Dr. A. C. Leggat, field 
surgeon, rode with Pilot “Boots” 
Dempsey, and Samuel B. Lambert, 
a cousin of the dead flyer. follow- 
ed in his small monocoupe. 

landing in fields the 
scene, they found about 100 per- 
sons of the Black Jack community 
gathered about a tangled mass of 
wreckage. The nose of the eh- 
gine was deep in the ground, the 
wings were broken off and the fu- 
selage was bent and twisted. Lam- 
bert’s body was pinned in the front 
cockpit where it remained for more 
than an hour before removal to 
the Coroner’s hospital at Overland.

TWOSHOT DOWN 
IN CONVICT RIOT 
AT AUBURN, WV 


Slain When 1700 Inmates 
Seize Prison Arsenal, 
Burn Shops and Wound 
Four Guards. 


FOUR RUSH WALL 
AND MAKE ESCAPE 


Trusty Leads Outbreak, At- 
tributed to Crowded Con- 
dition—Three Machine 
Guns Not Recovered. 


By the Associated Press. 

AUBURN, N. Y., July 29.—Fifty 
long-term convicts at Auburn State 
Prison yesterday led a revolt of the 
1700 inmates, captured the prison 
with its stock of approxi- 
mately 60 rifles and four machine 
guns, stormed the main gates; set 
fire to several prison shops, causing 
an estimated loss of $500,000, and 
shot four guards, wounding one 
weriously. 

Your convicts escaped from the 
prison in the first rush; two of the 
mutineers were killed by the fire of 
the guards, and a third was 
wounded geriously. 

A mere handful of guards, two- 
thirds of the staff being off duty 
because it was Sunday, beat back 
the first attack of the rioters, then 
re-inforced by the remaining 
guards, haatily recalled, and by 
State troopers, held a yelling, surg- 
ing mob of convicts at bay until 
the outbreak spent its force and 
quiet was restored. 

The four convicts who escaped 
were; George Small, serving a 
term of 12 years for robbery; 
Joseph Caprico, serving a 20-year 
term for robbery; Arthur Barry, 
serving 25 years for burglary en 
Steve Pawlik, robber, serving life 
us a fourth offender, 


A checkup today showed that, 
with the exception of the slain 
convicts, one in a hospital, and} 


the four who escaped, every inmate 
of the prison was in a cell, al- 
though the cells were crowded be- 
cause of the damage to a cell block 
from fire. 

Three Machine Guns Missing. 

‘While most of the rifles stolen 
from the prison arsenal had been 
recovered, three machine guns 
were missing. 

Prison officials pointed to the 
similarity between the outbreak 
and the revolt ofethe prisoners at 
Clinton Prigon, Dannemora, a week 
ago. News of such attempts to 
gain freedom travels fast by mys-

Four machine guns have been 
placed on the docks at Sing Sing 
Prison, to guard the fence that 
separates the prison grounds from 
the Hudson River. 

Sunday is a day of recreation 
and relaxation of strict discipline 
in State prisons, Here and there 
about the Auburn yard yesterday 
morning convicts lounged in 
groups, smoking, chatting or play- 
ing checkers or ecards. 

At 1:15 p. m, a trusty strolled 
across the yard to where Merle 
Osborne, keeper of the prison key 
room, stood. As he passed Os- 
borne, the trusty whipped a pis- 
tol from hia clothing and fired, 
Osborne fell and was immediate- 
ly surrounded by 60 who had 
sprung from all parts of the prison 
yard in response to the signal of 
the pistol] shot. 

Aa the prisoners swept over him, 
they snatched Osborne's keys from 
his pocket and headed for’ the 
arsenal. There they selzed every 
available rifle and four sub-ma- 
chine guns, and rushed for the 
main gates, 

Locks Gates Against Mob, 

Milton Ryther, on guard at the 
wate, locked the gates and threw 
the key over the wall into the 
street. Then the mob was upon 
him. 


Under the menace of leveled 
rifles, Ryther backed up the stairs 
to the wall and into one of the 
guardhouses near the main gate. 
Hie was followed by four convicts, 
two of whom, according to wit- 
nesses who saw the incident from 
the street, carried machine guns. 
While one man covered Ryther the 
other three swept the street in 
front of the prison with rifle and 
machine-gun fire. Then the four 
leaped from the wall to the street. 


Two of the convicts, armed with 
rifles, Jumped into a passing auto- 
mobile driven by Jacob Reese of 
Auburn and forced him to drive 
them out of the city. On the out- 
skirts they compelled him to stop 
near an unoccupiec shed which 
they prepared to set fire. Reese 
bolted. Three shots were fired at 
him by the convicts, one shot punc- 
turing his pocketbook. 

Two other convicts escaped in a 
car which w.s parked outsido the 
prison, O. R. Ju:d of the Barnard 
Fire Department and  Patrolmen 
Pelton and Corcoran of the Auburn 
Police Department exchanged shots 
with the convicts as they leaped 
from the wall, but were driven to 
take shelter behind a tree by a hail 
of machine gun bullets. 

Convicts Tire on Guards. 

Meanwhile the remaining ring 
leaders of the outbreak had rushed 
back to the prison yard and opened

Under cover of smoxe fram the 
burning buildings, the convicts at- 
tempted to rush the walls, but were 
driven back by fire from the guards 
posted along the top, Then they 
rallied their forces in the prison 
yard for fresh attacks. 

At the outbreak of the disturb- 
ance, the prison siren had wailed 
out its warning to the city and now 
Warden Edgar 8. Jennings sent out 
telephone calls for assistance in 
quelling the riot. Fifty State troop- 
ers were rushed from the posts at 
Oneida and Pulaski, All available 
local police joined the guards at 
the prison, and the local unit of 
the New York National Guard was 
turned out to aid in patrolling the 
streets. 

Fire Captain Wounded. 

Fire Capt. Patrick Morrissey led 
his men through the gate into the 
prison yard. As fast as hose lines 
were strung, convicts cut them, 

Morrissey attempted to interfere 
and was shot in the hand. A sce- 
ond bullet creased his scalp, and 
he was warned by the convicts: 

“Keep out of the way, you’re too 
old to shoot.” 

Another fire engine attempted to 
rani its way through the wall to 
wet closer to the fires, but failed 
in the attempt and burst into 
flames just outside the wall. 

Outside the walls sympathizers 

witn the convicts also slashed tire 
hose lines yntil a patrol of National 
Guardsmen was established te pro- 
tect the equipment. 
The guards on the wall were 
doubled and under cover of their 
guns, six troopers marched from 
the Administration building into 
the yard, forced their way among 
the convicts, dividing them into 
three groups and removing their 
rifles as the first step to restoring 
order. 

Before they could be disarmed 
completely, however, two other 
guards had been injured by shots 
fired from the prison yard. Gene 
Fasce, stationed on the north wall, 
was shot in several plages, and was 
removed to the hospital, where his 
condition was reported as serious. 
William Dempsey received a bullet | 
in his left elbow. Osborne, the 
first guard attacked, lost a finger, 
blown off by the trusty’s shot, 
while Ryther, the gate guard, was 
wounded slightly.

A split on a 10-to-one basis of 
eommon steck paying dividends in 
stock at the rate of 8 per cent an- 
nually on the number of shares 
held, after foregoing rights have 
been exercised, 

Announcement of the proposed 


recapitalization followed several 
active days for the stock on the 
Chieago Exchange. Last week it 


sold as high as 370, closing Satur- 
day at 364, recording a net gain of 
55 points for the week, Earlier 
this year it sold for as low as 158 
and in 1920 could be had as low as 
12 and 13, 

Upon completion of the program 
the company will have no funded 
debt and will be capitalized by 550,- 
600 shares of $6 preferred stock

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DENOUNCES BARRING ~ 
OF GERMAN WAR BOOK 


Senator Deems It Folly to Ex- 
clude “‘All Quiet on West- 
ern Front.” 


’ — 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 29.—Action 
by the Customs Bureau in barring 
from entry into the United States 
the English translation of the war 
novel, “All Quiet on the Western 
Front,” was said by Senator Cut- 
ting (Rep.), New Mexico, yester- 
day to show “the danger and folly 
of giving customs officers the right 
to dictate what the American pco- 
ple may or may not read.” 

(Publication of “All Quiet on the 
Western Front” begins today in 
the Post-Dispatch. The first in- 
stallment appears elsewhere in this 
edition. ) 

The Senator asserted the Amer- 
ican edition of the book omitted 
“some of the most vigorous and es- 
sential passages and the customs 
officers have denied our people the 
right to read the complete ver- 
sion.” He compared in his state- 
ment the exclusion to a previous 
action of the customs service in 
barring Voltaire’s “Candide” on 
the ground that it was obscene but 
he added that this ruling had been 
withdrawn. 

Section 305 of the pending tariff 
bill also was condemned by the 
Senator because of the House pro- 
vision extending it to take in se- 
ditious and insurrectionary as well 
as obscene literature. He declared 
this would exclude all advanced po- 
litical thought. 

‘“‘Now the Bureau of Customs has 
prepared a blacklist,” Cutting con- 
cluded, “which excludes from. the 
United States many of the most; fa- 
mous works of ancient and mod- 
ern literature on the ground that 
they might in some mysterious way 
prove detrimental to American 
morals. The Federal courts have 
invariably backed up the bureau in 
its preposterous ruling,”’ 


MISSOURI RIVER WITHIN 40”, 
OF. MAIN HIGHWAY TO CORNING 


Only 600 Feet From Church and 
School; Goil Crumbles With 
Noise Like Thunder. 

By the Associated Press. 

CORNING, Mo., July 29-—The 
Missouri River today continued to 
devour a strip of land leas than 
40 feet wide which separates the 
main highway leading into Corning 
from the river. Appeals on the 
part of city officials to the Gov- 
ernment for aid in fighting the 
river have not resulted in any Fed- 
eral action. 

The chunks of soil falling into 
the river make noises resembling 
distant thunder. Throughout the 
town the noise can be heard, 

“At night it sounds like a regu- 
lar bombardment,” one resident 
said today. 

The river is now 600 feet from 
the German Lutheran Church and 
the town’s school. Eight houses 
have been moved hurriedly to safe- 
ty.

$04,000,000 FUND. 
SPENT FOR RIVER 
FLOOD PROJECTS 


Army Engineers Expect 
to Have Lower Mississippi 
Valley Well Protected by 
End of Year. . 


—_— 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 29.—Army 

engineers expect this ycar’s work 

to rid the lower Mississippi Valicy 


of the menace of disastrous floods, 


unless the water unexpectedly 
reaches such tremendously high 
levels as in 1927. 

Construction of levees and flood- 
ways along the Mississippi and its. 
principal tributaries has pro- 
gressed, the engineers say, until 
they can withstand any rise in the 
waters, except an unusually severe 


flood. The effectiveness of the 
lower valley protection system, 
they say, was demonstrated by the 
very high water last spring. 

About $54,000,000 has been ex- 
pended out of the $325,000,000 ap- 
propriated under che 1928 flood 
control act. Major-General Jadwin, 
chief of Army engineers, said to- 
day in outlining the progress of 
the work. During the first year 
of work, $24,000,000 was rpent 
chiefly in strengthening and re- 
pairing levces on the main stream 
damaged by the 1927 flood, while 
$30,000,000 has been spent to start 
the general project. 

This year’s work has included 
the raising and widening of the 
levees on the Mississippi and tri- 
butaries to the new Federal grad«, 
promulgated under the flood act, 
and the starting of work on the 
floodways and spillway. A pro- 
gram ecalling for expenditure of 
$30,000,000 to $35,000,000 is 
planned for next year. 

The outstanding projects started 
this year have been the Bonnet 
Carre Spillway, north of New Or- 
leans, with an initial allotment of 
more than $2.000,000, and the iet- 
ting of contracts fer the Bird’s 
Point-New Madrid fioodway on the 
Missouri bank on the Mississippi. 

After settlement of pending 
Federal Court cases, the engineers 
plan te begin protection levees at 
strategic points in the Boeuf and 
Atchafalaya Basin floodways in Ar- 
kansas and Louisiana. 

The levee work this summer has 
been spread out along the entire 
river course. This and revet- 
ments of dikes weakened by the 
1927 flood have cost $7,132,500 in 
the section from Cape Girardeau, 
Mo., to the Arkansas River: $9,- 
000,000 from the Arkansas River 
to the Red River, and $8,617,000 
from the Red River to the Gulf of 
Mexico, including the Bonnet Car- 
re Spillyay work.

Promoter Newman’s Deal Has Bobbed Up to 
Plague Politicians Concerned, But This 
Is Not His Worry Now.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 28.— 
The part politics invariably plays 
in negotiations of public utility 
financiers seeking municipal fran- 
chises, or so-called “contract ordi- 
nances,” such as the one now 
under consideration for the St. 
Louis Public Service Co., by the J. 
K. Newman interests and City Hall 
officials, was shown in the many 


months of intensive work by the.

Newman group’s

chise for their Kansas City Pub- 
lic Service Co., two years ago. 

Up here Newman demonstrated 
quite effectively that he was as 
much at home in the political 
manipulations of a mid-Western 
city as he was in the directors’ 
rooms of Wall street or lower 
Broadway in New York. 

That his Kansas City deal has 
bobbed up to plague the politi- 


cians with whom his negotiations,

were conducted, because of the) 


representations they were led to 
make to the public, is not a mat- 
ter for Newman to worry about. 
He has his 30-year franchise and 
is well on the way to collecting a 
10-cent street car fare, while the 
politicians can only explain to an 
outraged public that they thought 
they had tied him down to an 8- 
cent fare. But with a 30-year 
franchise carefully tucked away 
there is no reason why the New- 
man organization should be great- 
ly bothered about the difficulties 
Kansas City politicians may have 
in getting their explanations 
across. 
Retained State Politicians. 

As has been told, Newman began 
buying into the Kansas City street 
railways in 1919, when it was on 
the verge of bankruptcy. The fol- 
lowing year receivers were ap- 
pointed. By failing’ to pay interest 


on the bonded indebtedness and by | 
ignoring demands for repairs and | 


improvements, the receivers accu- 
mulated approximately $5,000,000 
in cash. Then, after arrangements 
had been made by the Newman 
group for a reorganization of the 
company under its control, the 
property came out of receivership 
and was purchased by Newman's 
Kansas City Public Service Co. 

With:the property in their pos- 
session, Newman and his associ- 
ates began the inevitable drive for 
a new franchise, to enable them to 
make their profit. Though the 
Kansas City franchise had some- 
thing more than 18 years of life, 
the street railway financiers said 
that it was necessary to extend it 
for at least 12 years if they were io 
get the money they said was nec- 
essary to put the property into 
into good operating condition. 

A franchise or an extension was 
to be had only from the City Coun- 
cil, and the Cit: Council was con- 
trolled by the Pendergast wing of 
the Democratic party of Jackson 
County. 

To handle the legal phases of the 
sifuation, as well as to have cn the 
ground an influential power in 
Democraic politics, the Newman in- 
terests retained Col. Bennett C. 
Clark of St. Louis, and also took to 
Kansas City Elmer O. Jones of La 
Plata, who several times has been 
the Democratic nominee for At- 
torney-General of Missouri. Clark 
enjoyed particularly close relations 
with the Pendergast organization, 
largely because of close personal 
and political friendship with for- 
mer Senator Reed, for whom the 
organization has an adoration 
amounting to worship. Jones for- 
merly was associated in the practice 
of law with John T. Barker, City 
Counselor of Kansas City, and has 
had the support of Pendergast in 
his pojitical races. 

Enlisting City Hall Friends. 

At the beginning of negotiations, 
the Newman representatives ap- 
peared to be without a friend at 
the City Hall. The Democrats 
controlled the council by a ma- 


jority of one, and both Democrats |

CHILE AND PERU ADD 


PROTOCOL 10 TREATY 


Settling Long Quarrel, They 
Unite Against Ceding Land 
to Bolivia. 


»By the Associated Press. 

SANTIAGO, Chile, July 29.—The 
text of a complementary protocol 
to the general treaty ending the 
long-standing dispute over the 
provinces of Tacna and Arica be- 
tween Chile and Peru was made 


public yesterday. 

Besides providing further de- 
tails for the relations between the 
two countries, it stated emphatical- 
ly that no part of the territory cov- 
ered in the general treaty could be 
ceded to a third Power, which ap- 
parently would block the strong 
Bolivian desire to regain an outlet 
to the Pacific. 

The text of the protocol reads: 

“The Governments of Chile and 
Peru agree to subscribe to a com- 
plementary protocol to the treaty 
signed on the same date. 

“First: The Governments of Chile 
ard Peru cannot under the pre- 
vious agreement cede to a third 
Power the whole or any part of the 
territories mentioned in the treaty 
of that date. The territories will 
remain under their respective sov- 
ereignties and, because of this pro- 
vision, it is prohibited to construct 
on them new international railway 
lines. 

“Second: The facilities of the 
port treated of in Article 5 of the 
agreement give Peru absolute free- 
dom of transit of passengers, mer- 
chandise and armaments to Peru- 
vian territory and from there 
across Chilean territory. The em- 
barking and disembarking opera- 


itions, while the works indicated 
‘in Article 5 are being constructed. 
| will be effected along Arica-Lapaz 
| Rrailroad. 

“Third: The Aric>s part will be 
| dismantled and the Chilean Gov- 
ernment will construct on the coast 
a monument as agreed to in the 
treaty. : 

‘The present protocol forms an 
integral part of the treaty from 
this date and in consequence will 
be ratified and ratifications ex- 
changed in Santiago, Chile, as soon 
as possible.” 

The anniversary of Peruvian in- 
dependence was never so signifi- 
cant as yesterday when, for the 
first time since 1879, Peru and 
Chile exchanged binding promises 
of friendship, removing one of the 


last remaining menaces to peace 
in South America. 

President Ibanez signed the 
treaty of friendship and made a 
gesture in conformity with its spir- 
it in conferring upon President 
Leguia of Peru the Order of Merit, 
highest honor of Chile, 

The treaty was completed only 
after months of negotiations and 
with the friendly participation of 
the United States Government 
through Ambassadors Culbertson 
and Moore.

WASHINGTON, July 29.—The 
final outcome of the naval limita-

As they see it, at least 10 of the 
contemplated 10,000-ton vessels 
will have to be built under any ar- 
rangement which may be ‘reached 
in carrying out the agreement be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain on the principle of abso- 
lute equality in the fighting 
strength of their navies with all 
kinds of craft considered. 

In postponing the laying of the 
keels of three cruisers which were 
to have been put down in navy 
yards next fali, it is recalled, Pres- 
ident Hoover himself remarked 
that “generally speaking, the Brit- 
ish cruiser strength considerably 
exceeds American strength at the 
present time and the actual con- 
struction of these three cruisers 
would not be likely In themselves 
to produce inequality in the final 
results.” 

Construction of 10 of the 15 
cruisers, it is reasoned, would give 
the United States only the 18 of 
this class regarded by high naval 
officers as essential to a balanced

Yet Japan still has a promising future in 
South Manchuria. No matter how inten- 
sive Manchuria’s development may be, it 
will always have to try and sell abroad; 
more, indeed, than now. And Japan will 
always have an advantage over other for- 
eign competitors by reason of geographical 
and racial propinquity Japan may still 
prosper economically, but its future in Man- 
churia will be vastly different from that 
which its rulers now anticipate. At the 


same time the Manchurian question will be 


settled automatically and in the most nat- 
ural and least costly way. Short of war, 
in fact, no other settlement is possible. 
The same sort of thing is also happening 
in North Manchuria, where the Russians 
were once as strong as the Japanese. The 
Chinese Eastern Railway, once theoretically 
Russo-Chinese but practically Russian, is 
now theoretically Russo-Chinese, but prac- 
tically Chinese. Because the Russian armies 
are distant, and less menacing than Japan's, 
the Chinese have grown more high-handed 
in North Manchuria. Unless Moscow should 
decide to take military action, which ig un- 
likely, chiefly because it would hurt Rus- 
sia’s pretensions elsewhere in Asia as the 
protector of downtrodden Eastern people, 
China's success will come more quickly in 
North Manchuria than in South Manchuria.

In essentials, China has regained its equal- 
ity; and by the same means by which it had 
been reduced to inferiority: by force. And 
unless there should be a sudden recru- 
descence of imperialism in the West, which 
seems unlikely in this generation, it will 
retain equality. Some economic penetra- 
tion. of course, will continue. Even now the 
Chinese, while lustily crying their slogan, 
“Down with Imperialism.” and actually 
downing the accepted symbols of im perial- 
ism in China, are wooing foreign good will 
in erder to get loans, which also can be in- 
struments of imperialism. The recent 
wholesale appointments of foreign advisers 
were wooers’ gifts—for certainiy they were 
not made from any desire for foreign ad- 
vice, which will be treated as cavalierly as 
the advice of foreign counsellors has al- 
ways been treated in China—and as cava- 
lierly as it usually deserved. 

Foreign loans there may be, and they wil! 
be dangerous; but not so dangerous as they 
were in the good old days, when they were 
made in payment for concessions worth ten 
times their value. The Chinese have grown 
sophisticated in the ways of nations. 
were subdued originally by force; they have 
cast off the hobbies on their sovereignty by 
force; and itis highly doubtful whether 
they will be subdued again except by force.

as the author of “Heavenly Dis- 


course,” was an army officer in the 
Indian campaigns of the Northwest 
from 1875 onwards, having taken 
part in the famous pursuit of the 
Nez Perces under Chief Joseph.

Jt has been 
stated sometimes that the stingi- 
ness of Uncle Sam has prevented 
the introduction of many modern 
electric appliances in the kitchen 
and the laundry, but it is rather 
the prejudice of the laundresses 
against the more modern methods 
that has kept hand-operated ma- 
chines rather than electric ma- 
chines. 

The laundry is located in the 
basement of the Executive Man- 
sion and has been little changed 
since the Roosevelt administration, 
when all of the basement was 
worked over when the other part 
of the house was renovated.

other group. Each tub is equipped 
with a wringer. There are four 
tables in the room, and on these 
much of the ironing fs done.
